I i tirst noticed the SONIC DOLLS a few years back when I got hold of their "BOYS NIGHT 
J OUT ’ album on Radio Blast records. The band was only a three piece back then and they 

crancked out some good and beefy SCHREECHIN WEASEL style punk rock. As a matter of 
fact I liked the Boy’s night out better than S. Ws Wiggle album. 

II did an intervieuw with them over a year ago. I should have come out in a zine that a friend 
I of mine did back then. But just when I was finsihed translating it that friend of mine decided 
I to quit with his zine. It's now year later and I decided to use the intervieuw for my own zine 
I since it is still relevant. Only a few things have changed since then. There’s a small updat at 

I the end of the intervieuw. - 


How long do the the SONIC DOLLS excist? A short band history please. 

j The Sonic Dolls formed in 1994. We released two singles with the first line-up in 1995. Cause of various 
troubles within the band Ralf and I started to look for new bass players and drummers. Right inbetween that we 
l recorded the „I'm alright“ EP with the help of our friends from Hamburg, La Cry. We finally decided to let Ralf 
l play bass, and me do guitar and lead vocals, cause we figured it would be easier to just look for a drummer. For 
| while a close friend of us. Plus Cool, played drums in the Sonic Dolls and recorded a couple compilation tracks. 

But since he wasn't really a drummer, he looked pretty cool though, we weren't really happy with the way we 
I sounded. Lucky circumstances made Christian run into us. We played a show with the Jet Bumpers and their 
drummer was busy otherwise, so Christian, who usually plays guitar for them, took over the drum sticks. We 
were pretty amazed, he was great. So I called him the next day and asked him if he wants to record the album 
I with us. He did. Then we also did an US tour with him and recorded more and more stuff, he kind of ended up 
being a permanent member. His only problem is, that the Jet Bumpers as well as the Sonic Dolls are way busy 
I bands. Too much for one person to handle. So on the new album he only played drums on a little more than 
I of the songs, the rest was done by Zap. In January 97 Peter joined the band on 2nd guitar, we badly needed that, 
and just this week Frankie joined us on bass, to replace Ralf Real Shock, who left the band right before we 
started recording the new album. So that's where we are right now. 

1 I heard, that Ralf Real Shock just left the band. Why did he leave? 

He wasn t really comfortable with his position in the band as a bass player, he s more the singer kind of guy. s 
he tries to start an own new band now. Look out for it, might be worth it! 

What's the new line-up? 

The new line-up is Peter on guitar, Frankie on bass, Zap on drums and me on guitar and vocals. Christian is still | 
around to join us in emergencies either on bass or drums. 


How many line-up changes have their been in the Sonic Dolls? 

Difficult to count, the ,JLa Cry“ line-up for example can't really count. Well, we just welcomed Frankie as Sonic ■ X 3 
Doll member number 11. 
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What s the matter with you? Is the Sonic life so hard, or are you just a bunch of arroguni 
assholes? 

Basically both. Well, we make our Sonic life that hard ourselves, but that's on purpose. We only want the 
strongest to survive. You need to be tough to put up with us wierd freaky jerks, i guess. 

I heard, that the band has a structual ,,drummer problem". I even heard, that at one moment! 
you had two drummers and even these two guys couldn't play every gig. Please elaborate. 

j That's pretty much the situation we're in right now. Zap as well as Christian are both busy with other bands and I 
projects, but we do better and better planning on that, so we decided to mostly play little tours in the near future, | 
so we can get one of them for a whole week to play with us and not weekend after weekend, which takes way 
I more time to work things out. 

What s the deal with the band name, is there a story behind it? 

f Well, there s not really a story behind it. We were just looking for a name and a friend of us came up with Sonic 
I Dolls. I guess he just took ..Sonic 11 out of „Sonic Reducer 1 ' and „Dolls“ out of „New York Dolls 1 ' and put it 
I together. Not a really big story behind that name. Of course we love the Dead Boys and the NY Dolls, so we 
I thought it was good. I was pretty surprised, that there wasn't any band with that name before 

/y ^How many ALL STARS do you all own together? 

■24 pairs, Peter leads with 15 pairs, I got 5 and Frankie and Zap got 2 each. But this is only original Converse 
|A|l^ta^Vedidn^o unt any other sneakers, like cheapo supermarket sneakers_or Converse One Stars. 














I heard that you planned on recording a new album, doing one tour and then split up. why? 
(It had something to do with Eric emigrating to the U.S.A.?) 

Yeah, we will break up late summer next year after we did another US tour. We just recorded our second album 
(„(The Sonic Dolls)...draw their knives for REAL TAKES on BODY FAKES' 4 ) and will do another one. 
probably just an 8-10 song Mini-LP, next year. We'll do a couple short tours in Europe before we break up. too. 
though. We'll do a week with the Jet Bumpers in South and East Germany in October, another week with the 
Parasites in North and West Germany and hopefully the Netherlands in November, we're thinking about playing 
Spain this winter and France in spring. So you see. we definitly don't break up cause we got no fun doing it 


well be more busy, spend more time on it than ever before. The point is, that my girlfriend lives in 

US, so I wanna move there. I might probably go to college there...(we won't call our 3rd album .Erie goes 
to college 44 though ) ...or just go on working... whatever... but i'll definitly go there. Since everyone else in the 
band is playing in other band anyway, I won't leave anyone totally on the street, without a band. And 3 albums 
and a shitload of 7“es and compilation tracks might be enough anyway. 

So is it safe to say that Eric IS the Sonic Dolls, or do you have another point of view on 
that? - 

Up to now, especially songwriting wise, I was the Sonic Dolls. It's probably still a little bit like that, since I 
still write 90% of the songs on my own and do stuff like artwork myself now, too (lots of our covers looked 
kinna fucked up, so now I decided to do it myself at home, cause like this I got total control about what it will 
look like and got the time to think about it. Wait for the new album, it looks great) and everything like that. But I 
Peter does lots of organisation stuff, too. And like this we really feel like a band again, cause we all get along 
way great and like to hang out with each other not only when we practise. Everyone's pretty much into it now. 

The Jet Bumpers just released their „Mill house" EP. In the Millhouse song they pay 
tribute to a Simpsons character. What will be the next SONIC DOLLS seven inch? A 
tribute to HONG KONG FOEI? 

Or, to cut the core of the question: To which cartoon would you pay hommage? 

The next Sonic Dolls seven inch will be ELECTRIC MAN. And since we are way more clever than the Jet 
Bumpers, we do it the other way around. They are afraid to get into trouble with their stolen artwork. We decided | 
create our own cartoon hero: ELECTRIC MAN. I can already see us selling Electric Man comic-books to little] 
ids, selling Electric Man shows to TV stations, selling Electric Man action dolls to twenty-something 
collectors, selling Electric Man pomos to everyone (Imagine his unbelievable SEX-Ravs)... 


How was it? How do Americans react on European bands? 

It was great. I think. We were treated very well Every show was totally different from the others. We had shows 
like one in Madison playing to 400 people with Less than Jake. Boris the Sprinkler and Mulligan Stu which wasl 
cool. But we also played a great show in Cincinnati, in some guys basement with like 20 people there freaking 
out and the police showing up after 7 songs. That was probably the best show we ever piayed . But where ever 


The „Boy's night out" album was recorded in Tegelen, Holland. Why in Holland? 

We went to record our first two seven inches there, because our drummer already recorded there before and said it 
good and not all that expensive. We still record there because our drummer was right. There are a couple 
advantages in recording at the same studio on and on: Joe, who runs the studio, bacame a good friend of us, so 
the atmosphere is good. He does lower rates for us, since we go there that often. He already knows what we 
(wanna) sound like, so we don't have to waste time on figuring out how to tell him. And it's right behind the 
border, it's not all that far away from where we live. 

We recorded our new album there again, even though we mixed it at Sonic Iguana, cause Mass has got better 
equipment to mix it right. 


The band did an America tour. 

- When, where and for how long? 

We were there for three weeks in September/October last year. We did like 12 or 13 shows I think. 





















You've recorded four songs (during the tour) at the Sonic Iguana studios. Did it just 
happen or did you pian this? Was it a wet dream come true or just another studio? 

When I talked to Ben Weasel a while before we went on that tour, he told me he would like to go and record 
some stuff with us sometime, so we planned on doing it right after the tour. So that's how we got there. 
Actually Ben was only there for like half a day, cause he was sick. But Sonic Iguana is a great studio. Mass is 
probably the friendliest person I ever met. And he knows pretty good what he's doing. 

Still I'm not really happy with those recordings, cause my voice was totally fucked up from tounng and we 
didn't ever practise two of those songs before we arrived at the studio. But well, it was still a great experience. 
And we went back there for mixing this year, so you see we like it. 
rve gotwavbetter stuff making me have wet dreams than anything that's music related. 





- Correct me if I'm wrong, but did the Queers also record there?Whic!^S^„famous“ 
bands record there? 

Y ep, the Queers recorded there, and they still record with Mass, but not at his studio. Some other studio closer to 
where 'hey live. A shitload ot bands recorded at Sonic Iguana... Screeching Weasel. Parasites, Bollweevils, 
Squmgun (Mass band), the Crumbs, Walker, tons more. And Mass also produces lots of bands at other studios. 

I only have the last three releases with the Eric, Ralf, Christian line up. Do the releases 
cutter from the first line up? 

Ralf did most lead vocals on the first releases. It was slower I think. I can't really tell, I like the new stuff better, 
rhe songs we recorded with those La Cry guys are way faster, but pretty cool. Ralf and I shared Lead Vocals on 
those. 

With Plus Cool we sounded like we can hardly play a chord straight (well, we still can't), but it was fun. 

What will be the sound of the current line up? 

I think we sound more aggressive than on the ..Boys'night out“ album. A little faster, a little rougher And of 
course way cooler. 6 * 

So mebody told me that Eric's mom is a English teacher. Is this true or is it just a ‘Son of 
a Doll s scheme to make you guys look more intelligent? 

It s AN English teacher Wirn. not a !!! But my mom isn't. We look intelligent enough without having teachers 
as parents. Argh, I would hate to have a teacher in my family. But to spread more stuff like that: I got kicked 
outta school a couple years ago. I learned English from TV, records, girls and comic books. I'm like (well I was 
j till this summer) the working class element in the band. That kinna leads into the next question already... 

What does everybody do in ordinary life, besides being a rock star? 

Being a rock star is a damn hard job, so we all need relaxing stuff to do for the rest of our time. Christian and 
Peter study weird stuff like Philosophy or whatever and will both become teachers some day, i guess. Assholes.

< address to a bigger store in the Vijzelstraat in Amsterdam 
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With “The Direction Of Things to Come ” Ensign delivered in my opinion one of the 
best old school hardcore albums of last year. In the beginning of their first European 
tour last spring , I've got the chance to ask singer Tim Shaw some questions about his 
band. 

He seemed to be a very nice guy who was very willing to answer my questions and I 
thank him for that , also because this was the first interview I've ever done in my life. 
But seriously , 1 think we had a nice talk , readfor yourself.... 


What’s the current line-up of Ensign, and 
has it always been that way ? 

The current line up is Ryan Murpy on drums, 
Nate Gluck on bass, MacKenzie on guitar and 
I sing. It hasn’t been like that always, we’ve 
had two guitarists, two bassplayers and two 
drummers. 

When did you start ? 

About two years ago. 

And before that, you’ve played some other 
bands or... 

Ryan played in Undertow and Nate played in 
Vision. I was in H20 for like three days, I 
played like five shows with H20. 

You sung there ? 

No, I played bass actually. 

About this European tour: which countries 
are you gonna play and how long is it gon¬ 
na take ? 

The tour is about four weeks long. We play 
Germany a couple of times, we play Sweden, 
Switserland, the Netherlands today and tomor¬ 
row. Than we play Belgium, Poland, Czechos¬ 
lovakia, France and then we come back to do 
a bunch of shows in Germany and another two 
shows in Belgium and that’s about it. 

That’s pretty big. Do you have any days 
off, do you have time to look around a bit ? 

Yeah, this morning we were in Cologne in 
Germany so we got to see the big church the¬ 
re. It was the first time that we actually got to 


do something and look around and stuff. We 
have two days off towards the middle of the 
tour and that’s about it. We have shows every 

other day. It depends how long the drives are 
and when we arrive early we can just hang out 
and do stuff. 

Have you arranged this tour yourselves or 
did you get any support from your label or 
anyone else ? 

We’ve talked to MAD. I’ve known Marc, who 
works for MAD, for a long time because I 
used to work for Sick of it All. We talked with 
him and he said he wanted to get us over and 
so ... We kinda set it up on our own, but we 
got some support from our label as well I 
guess. 



You didn’t bring any support act did you ? 

No, we wanted to bring Floorpunch but they 
didn’t really come together. So Marc thought 
it would be a better idea if we just came over 
on our own and played with local bands, 
which is good because I’ve gotten to see some 










cool local bands I’ve never seen before and 
we’re going to play with bands I wanted to 
play with. So it was actually Marc’s idea to 
come over on our own. It’s kinda weird that 
we’re headlining because we’re a pretty small 
band and it’s our first time over here but the 
shows have been really good so far. 

Did you know any European bands before 
you came here ? 

I knew like Mainstrike, I knew Eyeball, 

Ryker’s. Most of the Crucial Response bands, 
those are the bands I was most relating with 
and a couple of the Mad Mob bands. I’ve he¬ 
ard of Right Direction and Backfire, but I ne¬ 
ver really heard them you know. We’ve been 
playing with High Score which was cool and 
we’re going to play with Eyeball and with our 
friends Thumbs Down where he sings for 
(points at Steven, singer of TD who’s also in 
the room) and they’re really awesome. 

Have you been touring the US before and 
do you see a difference between touring 
over there and here in Europe ? 

Yeah, we’ve done four US tours and as soon 
as we get back, we’re gonna start our fifth. I 
think there is a difference between here and in 
the US. I think that bands get treated a little 
better when they come to Europe and the kids 
are a little more acceptive, they’re a little more 
excited when a band comes through. In the 
US it’s like they can see a hardcore show eve¬ 
ry weekend and they’re like “It’s no big deal 
when this band comes to play” you know. So 
Europe is a a little more band friendly. We got 
treaded well, the kids are really nice and in the 
US you come to places where kids don’t come 
out. 

What’s your favourite Ensign song and 
why ? 

.Probably Revolution’s End. Just because 

I was talking to Nate in the car when we came 
back from practising and we wanted to play a 
grindcore song. Well as grindcore as a band 
like us can get. And I came up with it in my 
head and than Nate actually put it to music. I 
wrote the lyrics about a band called CR. I 
don’t know if you’ve ever heard of them .. 

Nope... 

They were a really good old sound hardcore 
band that broke up. I was really impressed 
with their lyrics and the things they had to say. 


I don’t think there are enough bands out there 
that say intelligent things. I think it’s getting 
better, but at the time CR was playing there 
were so many bands that played like moron 
tough guy shit, you know. And CR came out 
and they said some really intelligent things and 
then they broke up and that was just a good 
band with a lot to say that was missing from 
the scene. I kinda wrote the lyrics relating to 
that and l really like to play it. There’s a 
brandnew song called Fading the Years that 
we all like to play very much and which will be 
on a compilation. 


You’ve put out two 7 M es and now your full- 
length on Indecision Records. 

Why Indecision Records, how did you get 
in touch with that label ? 

We ask ourselves everyday why Indecision ha 
ha ha . No, when the band was just starting we 
went to California to play a big show with Un¬ 
broken, Ignite, Integrity' and a bunch of bands. 
Dave, who does Indecision was there and 
from the start he wanted to put out a T with 
us and no one else did. We really weren’t 
good back then, we kinda sucked and Dave 
was like kinda backing us from the beginning. 
So we put out one 1" with him, than we did 
that second 7", the Fall from Grace one that 
no one in the band really likes to much. 

Nate: It wasn’t supposed to come out. 

Tim: No it was just something to fill the gap 
between our first 7 n and the LP because we 
didn’t want to go so long without having so¬ 
mething. So we had a bunch of songs that we 
wanted to record and put out, just to have it 
out. And after the two 7" we naturally wanted 
to do the LP with Dave, because too many 
bands start at small labels and they get semi- 
popular and they leave to go to a bigger label. 
Like that the little label can never grow, be¬ 
cause the bands are constantly leaving and all 
the have is a bunch of 7"es. Than they go to 
Victory or they go to Revelation and the little 
label will never grow. We didn’t want to 
switch labels. Dave’s really good. Indecision is 
an awesome label and the only thing we ever 
like have problems with is that being on a 
small label like that sometimes money is a real¬ 
ly big issue. But Dave really treads us well and 
he’s done everything for us. 



1 think the production of the full length is 
much better than that of the two 7"es, I 
was surprised when I heard it. 

Yeah, I agree with that. The first 7" was every¬ 
body’s first time in the studio. It was a 
completely different line-up except for me ancf 
we had never been in the studio before. We 
had really no money to do it and Dave didn’t 
have any money either. With the second T, 
the studio was a nightmare. The guy who ran 
the studio was a complete asshole, we hated 
the experience. 

Everyone just hated how the whole thing came 
out because it all was really shitty. That guy 
didn’t care the way it sounded, so that’s why 
that 7" kinda sounds bad. My voice sounds 
weird because the guy kinda rushed us 
through, I was sick and I had to do everything 
in one take and it just came out kinda fucked 
up. For the LP, Dave gave us a decent amount 
to go to the recording room. We went at 
Tracks East in New Jersey and it’s kind of like 
the place where all the hardcore bands are 
going now. There used to be a place called 
Normandy, where Sick of it All and Judge and 
all those bands recorded and Tracks East is 
like the new Normandy. Lifetime, By the Gra¬ 
ce of God and Snapcase recorded there too 
for example. And the guy Steve who worked 
with us on the LP was awesome. He totally 
cared about what we were doing and he made 
us go back to do everything over again. It was 
really good and we’ve really worked hard and 
I think it came out the way we wanted to, like 
the production and everything. We’re really 
happy with it. 



Your voice sounds far more aggressive as 
well. Did you do this on purpose or was it 
just a matter of time ? 

Well, on the first 7" I never sang in a band 
before, I had always played bass and stuff. So 
I had no idea what I had to do, I completely 


held back. On the second 7" I was sick. On 
this one I was like this is our LP, we’ve been 
working on the songs for a long time, everyo¬ 
ne is really excited and I just wanted to go for 
it. Just see what my voice can do and it just 
kinda fell into that scream that’s on the record. 
After the recordings we started to play live- 
shows and my voice feel into that scream 
that’s on the record. And was glad about that, 
because before I was never really comfortable 
singing on stage and now I know what I can 
do and what I can’t do. I was pretty glad I 
finally found what I was gonna sound like. 

Your lyrics don’t deal with the typical 
straight edge issues. Was this an explicit 
choice, where do you get your inspiration ? 

It’s kinda funny that especially over here 
everybody kinda pinpoints us like a typical 
straight edge band. 

I’m not dissing Floorpunch and any of those 
straight edge bands because it’s kind of a la¬ 
bel they put on themselves. We’re trying to 
stay outside of labeling ourselves because in 
the US it turns a lot of kids off when you label 
yourself as a staight edge band. The straight 
edge thing has gotten so militant, so fucked up 
over the last couple of years that kids who 
aren’t straight edge tend to shy away from 
those bands. To us it’s like a personal philo¬ 
sophy and we don’t like it to leak into the mu¬ 
sic. We’ve toured with Good Riddance and 
AFI, we’ve toured with Sick of it All and tho¬ 
se are bands who draw everyone. Kids who 
drink, kids who don’t drink and that’s aweso¬ 
me. Because you see a band like Sick of it Ail 
have been around for fifteen years because 
they don’t care about the labels, they don’t 
care if kids are straight edge or not. Because 
kids who say things like “you’re not straight 
edge, I don’t like you” are only in the scene 
for about two or three years and they drop 
out. We’ve never really written a song solely 
with a straight edge message. Sometimes 
things head towards what we believe. The 
guys from the band all helped me out writing 
the lyrics from this record, because thirteen 
songs is a lot and I started to get frustrated 
and I started to repeat the ideas that I was 
singing about. So I asked everybody to help 
wnte the songs so I could get some new ideas. 
Now everybody has gotten the chance to write 
lyrics and it came out really good because the¬ 
re are a bunch of different topics on the LP. 




It seems like there are so many cool bands 
from New Jersey. Are there some new 
bands to look out for ? 

There are the ones that everybody knows of, 
like Floorpunch, Rain on the Parade, 97a and 
Fastbreak and In My Eyes from Boston. 
Everybody knows about Atari over here, it’s 
crazy. Because Atari is such a small band in 
the States and over here I see their stuff eve¬ 
rywhere, but it’s an awesome band, they’re 
really good. There’s a band from Long Island, 
called Kill Your Idols, they sound like Negati¬ 
ve Approach. There’s a band fom California, 
called F-Minus, they also sound like Negative 
Approach. Both those bands are really good, 
we played with them a lot recently. 


There’s a new band from New Jersey called 
Dead Nation that’s a kinda skaterock, punk- 
band which is really cool because no one in 
Jersey was really doing that. It’s kinda like 
Negative Approach but more punk, but not 
like GBH more in the middle between that 
kind of music. You got Purpose from Jersey 
who play like early DC influenced hardcore 
like Gray Matter and stuff like that. There are 
a couple of bands from California that we’re 
friends with like Eyelid we’re going on tour 
with this summer. They’re kinda hard to des¬ 
cribe because they do some weird stuff in their 
music but they’re really good and they’ve sig¬ 
ned Indecision too. 



Can you tell something about the New 
Jersey scene at the moment ? 

It’s really weird right now, because we had 
like the best scene in the country. We were 
touring in the US and nothing was really like 
comparing to what’s going on in our home¬ 



town. And all in a sudden all the places to do 
shows closed down, except for one or two, so 
there’s no place to do shows really. No shows 
means there’s not really a scene. There are lots 
of kids into the music, but they’re not coming 
out because ther’s not a show in New Jersey. 
As soon as we get back we’re playing a show 
in a new place that’s opened and there’s a big 
festival in New Jersey. It’s the first festival 
that’s ever done in New Jersey, Los Crudos is 
gonna play, Endeavour is gonna play so 
they’re taking bands from all this different 
kinds of music and mix ‘em together. Lately 
kids from New Jersey had to go to Conneticut 
or New York City to see shows, or Boston, 
sometimes Philly. It kinda sucks because I 
know when there would be a solid place to do 
shows the Jersey scene would be as strong as 
it’s never been before because I see lots of 
kids and bands who are really into the music. 
But places closed down because kids fight and 
do grafitti on the walls so you have no places 
left to play. But I think with this new skate- 
park that’s doing shows and where we’re gon¬ 
na play when we get home, it should pick 
thing up again. Hopefully 


Is there a lot of tension between straight 
edge and not-straight edge kids in Jersey, 

because of the fights. 

Not really. The thing is that most of the kids, 
at least a lot of them, are straight edge. The¬ 
re’s kids who aren’t straight edge and they 
just hang out with everybody else. The tension 
kinda comes up between I don’t wanna say 
Youth Crew, but there’s bands like us and 
Floorpunch that play one certain style of mu¬ 
sic and than there’s kinda like these though- 
guy bands that we don’t really get along with. 
When their fans come to the shows there’s 
fighting and that’s where the tension arises 
because there’s a lot of shit-talking going on. 
There’s a lot like “Oh, Ensign’s gonna get 




beat up when they come to this show* 7 and it’s 
ridiculous because you hear it every show and 
nothing ever happens. It’s just a bunch of 
young kids who try to make a name for them¬ 
selves with talking shit about bands. That’s the 
only tension there is basically. Now it’s just 
that these bands and us for example just don’t 
play together. The scenes remain seperate. It 
kinda sucks because if we could all get along, 
the shows could’ve been a lot bigger. But I 
don’t think it’s gonna happen. But then again 
a band like us can play with Madbail in the city 
and it’s awesome because a lot of kids come 
out then. It’s basically a suburban New Jersey 
thing. 

Some of those bands actually do a lot of stuff. 
Some of them go to Europe. Almost nobody 
wants to tour the US though. Just because it’s 
hard. There’s the Eastcoast which is good, 
there’s the Westcoast which is good, but the 
whole middle of the country can really suck. 
There are some of these tough guy bands who 
did try to tour the US and that’s something I 
respect from them, but we just don’t get 
along. We don’t play shows together. 

Well it’s no fun hanging out together like 
that... 

No, it’s not. We played a show with Murphy’s 
Law a while ago and during every song there 
was fighting and we stop playing than, becau¬ 
se we don’t play if there are fights. It all star¬ 
ted from there and it’s ridiculous. 

Now we’re at the point we don’t play with 
certain bands anymore because we know it’s 
gonna suck anyway. When you play with the 
bands you know, the shows are always a lot of 


Murphy’s Law are such tough guys then ? 
No it has nothing to do with ihem. It has to do 
with a couple of kids that came to watch 
them. Because they’re an old New York band 
there are a lot of idiots that come just because 
it’s an oldschool New York City band. And 
then they’re gonna act tough and stupid you 
know. 

This is the last question: what’s your fa¬ 
vourite five records of all times ? 

* Killing Time - Brightside, that one’s my 
favourite; 

* Sick of it All - Blood, Sweat no Tears; 

* Cro-Mags - Age of Quarrel; 

* Verbal Assault - Trial and 

* Dag Nasty - Can I Say. 

Is there anything you want to say yet ? 

Well, the tour has been awesome so far. Whai 
I really find awesome is that when I was in 
Europe with Sick of it All a couple of years 
ago, there was no real European scene. The 
first band that I noticed that built up a follo¬ 
wing was Ryker’s. Now I’m back and there’s 
an awesome European scene, the kids are real¬ 
ly into it. I don’t know all the bands but kids 
go out to see Mainstrike and to see Eyeball for 
example. People go to see shows without 
American bands playing and that’s really gre¬ 
at. You guys have devolped your own scene, 
apart from needing the American bands to co¬ 
me over and tour and I think that’s awesome 
because I really found that was missing over 
here. I go into a store and I see flyers of all 
European bands and I never saw that before 
when I came over here a couple of years ago.

Mihoen are four guys from Utrecht, playing really fast oldfashioned hardcore-punk with 
the speed of Seein' Red mixed with the cynical humor of Human Alert In the philosop¬ 
hy of support your local scene , I went to their practise-room in a squat in Utrecht to 
ask them a few questions about Mihoen. Participators in the conversation are all band- 
members which are Pepijn (bass , student), Rene (guitar, student), Irmin (drums, student 
and beer-drinker) and Amo (vocals and also student). In the meantime Mihoen’s first 7” 
is released and it’s really great. Read about it in the review section. Besides they make 
some cool noise, they are very friendly people who have besides a great sense of humor 
a lot of things to say I can fully agree with. 

The first obvious question was about the history of Mihoen and that's where at all 
starts . 



Rene: End 1995 Arno and I learned to know 
each other. We became friends and wanted to 
start a band. After eating a lot of mihoen (Chi¬ 
nese noodles) we already had a bandname: 
Mihoen. On our search for 
other bandmembers we met Pepijn in Saresani 
(Coffeeshop in Utrecht) and he could play a 
few notes on his bass, so that was enough. 
After that we hung up advertisements for a 
drummer everywhere. 

Pepijn :Than we had Jaap, but he wanted to 
play seventies-rock !!! 

Rene: Yeah, Jaap wanted to play seventies- 
rock, but we didn’t. Jaap noticed he wasn’t at 
the right place, so he left. And after three 


weeks Irmin arrived. 

Pepijn: He was like. “I saw your little adverti¬ 
sement and I feel like drumming with you, I 
have played in a grindcore-band before. 

Shall I take my double-bass with me 9 ” So we 
were like: 44 Eeehhh... yeah, okay !”. 

Rene: The first evening in the practise-room, 
we wanted to play a cover first. After three 
hours we found out that that was a failed idea. 
So we can’t play covers and we started to ma¬ 
ke our first own song. 

TA: Which song was that ? 

Rene: Mihoen telt af. (Mihoen counts down) 
Pepijn & Irmin: No, it was Jack ! 

Rene: Yep, they’re right. 






TA: What are your musical influences ? 

Pepijn: My musical influences are a lot of old 
hardcore bands. For example Minor Threat, 
Circle Jerks, State of Alert and Black Flag. 
More the American hardcore, though I also 
like English things like Crass. I also listen to a 
lot of ska and sometimes even gabber (hardco¬ 
re techno). It’s kind of diverse actually. 

TA: That’s about it for the whole band ? 

Amo: Add the Belgian Associality. 

Rene & Irmin: Exploited, old D.R.I., Napalm 
Death and Seein’Red. 

Rene: Seem'Red not only music-wise but also 
their attitude. 

Pepijn:And I like Human Alert a lot. I’m liste¬ 
ning to Dutch punkbands more often lately, 
because it’s also a bit of the genre we’re play¬ 
ing. I think that’s interesting. 

TA: What’s more important for Mihoen, 
the humour or the message in your music ? 

Amo: Both. 

Pepijn:Yeah, it’s both important. It’s a mixtu¬ 
re. I think it’s pretty important to have somet¬ 
hing to say. There are a lot of bands that only 
sing about drinking beer or something. We 
also do that, but besides that we want to put a 
message in our music too. 

I want to have something to say, but you can 
do that in different ways. You can do it in a 
preaching way, but than you have a big chance 
that people drop out on it. But when you bring 
it with some humour I think it works better. 
Rene: I think there’s also some irony in it. 

TA: What about Seein’Red ? 

Pepijn: I think we ail dig Seein’Red very weil, 
but I can imagine that people drop out on all 
their talking. 

Irmin: But that’s not why I make music. I’m 
not gonna act funny because people want that. 
Rene: That’s true, but when you ask us what 
we think about Seein’Red, I think we all think 
that’s a great band. But what Pepijn said is 
true, a lot of people drop out because they 
think it’s to much preaching what they do. 

But we all think it’s a very cool band. 

Pepijn: I also dig Crass very well. They got 
enormous lyrics that only deal with politics. 

A lot of people have something like “allright 


that’s enough, it’s clear right now, stop pre¬ 
aching ”, you know what I mean ? 

Amo: We didn’t start Mihoen because we are 
angry or something. 

Pepijn: That’s why we put in humour in our 
music and make fiin of things. 

Rene: We just wanted to make superheavy 
music, as fast as possible and this is just the 
result of that. Sometimes the lyrics come in 
the second place but most of the time they’re 
just as important as the music. 

Irmin. l think we still put more meaning in our 
lyrics. 

Pepijn. We’rQ still growing lyricwise. 

Amo: It’s just not that we’re only angry about 
things or something. 



TA: The lyrics of Multinationals for 
example... 

Amo: Rene wrote them. 


TA: You’re a critical consumer when it 
comes to that, Rene ? 

Rene: Yes, you can say I’m a critical 
consumer. 

Irmin: But we drank some glasses of 
Heineken some while ago ! 

Rene:But at that time we had to. We've been 
talking about that yesterday evening. How far 
do you go in political correctness. We think 
that it depends on the situation and that you 
can’t really draw a line in that. When you’re in 
a bar where they only serve Heineken and 
you’re having a hell of a good time, you can 



boycot that Heineken and drink a glass of le¬ 
monade, but you won’t get drunk that way. 

TA: Not to mention Coca Cola is also a 
multinational... 

Rene: You’re right. I always think it’s a hard 
conversation, but I don’t think we should talk 
about that at this moment, because than this is 
heading somewhere else as it’s supposed to. 
Pepijn: I think it’s veiy important to have a 
certain grade of tolerance here. I can deal with 
people who have principles very well. Straight 
edge for example. I’ve got a lot of respect for 
straight edgers and I like a lot of straight edge 
music and as long as they respect me, I respect 
them as well. All right, I drink and I use drugs 
every once in a while (laughter). But when I’m 
drunk, I won’t go looking for a fight or so¬ 
mething. You got the same thing with political 
correctness , it’s all to a certain extend. 



You have to respect people the way they are, 
not everyone is the same. You can talk to pe¬ 
ople and try to convince them in a discussion 
but when that doesn’t work, it’s just to bad. 
Rene: Just don’t get angry or something, be¬ 
cause that makes no sense. In fact you’re just 
as wrong at that moment. 

Irwin: I think it s very important to be aware 
of the choices you have. Sometimes you don’t 
have a choice, but when you do have a choice, 
you have to make the right one. 


Pepijn: The squat-scene for example, you 
know. When vegetarians and vegans almost 
kick eachother in the head, I just don’t get it. 
Than I wonder what we’re doing all together. 
It’s the same in the punk-scene. Hardcore- 
freaks dislike punks a little bit, punks dislike 
straight edgers. It’s that unity thought which I 
think I have and which I miss in reality you 
know. I mean come on, look a bit further than 
your own small teritory. 

Rene: Good answer. 

TA: Yes, very good answer 

Rene: Pepijn, you’ve said that very well. 

TA: You also dedicate songs to under- or 
upper neighbors... 

Amo: Weil... when you live somewhere and 
above you there lives someone who is ehh.... 
Pepijn: Absolutely not tolerant ! 

Amo: Right, someone who is not tolerant, full 
of prejudice and you can’t live your live your 
way just because you’re looked to in a specific 
way... 

Rene: That you’re being attached to a prejudi¬ 
ce. 

Arno: Like: “Oh, you’re like that, so you’re 
no good”. Than you reach the point that you 
want to get rid of the feeling it gives you and 
so I wrote Wake Up. 

Pepijn: And that’s the positive thing about 
being in a band. You can express your daily 
frustrations in your music. At least we can 

because it’s just fast and. 

Amo: It’s also no use to have the confrontati¬ 
on When you are looked at on the street be¬ 
cause you look different, it’s no use to get 
angry about it at that moment. When you want 
to express your agression you just write a 
song about it and you’re rid of the feeling. 

Well, at least you expressed it in a nice way. 
Pepijn: I sometimes wonder if people can 
identify themselves with the things we say. 
Because when I’m in a bad mood or somet¬ 
hing, I put on a certain record and after half an 
hour of noise I feel a lot better. Just because I 
can identify with it and I wonder if people ha¬ 
ve that with our music too. 




TA: You’ve finished your second demo, 
what’s next ? 

Irmin: Yeah ! The T ! It will be ready the end 
of... it’s ready actually. 

Rene: The release is in about two weeks. 
Irmin: They are .... (and that’s a secret, becau¬ 
se Rene thinks otherwise the surprise is gone). 
Rene: And we’ve bought a tourbus, which we 
have to fix this summer. 

Irmin: For 25 guilders ! 

And it’s a total wreck ! (laughter) 

Rene: It’s a wreck and it has to be fixed. In 
July we go on a holiday to the bus to fix it. 
Irmin: And after that we’re gonna make a 
commercial single. 

Rene: And after that we’re NOT going to ma¬ 
ke a commercial single... 

Irmin: Something like Boyzone. 

Amo: With a homy look in our eyes on the 
frontpage of the Hitkrant (musicmagazine that 
is written for 13 year old girls). 

Pepijn: Don’t forget to mention our satanic 
carnival union de Kadavers (the Dead Bodies) 
ofcourse. 

Irmin: Yeah, because we’re gonna release a 7" 
with that too. 

Rene: Shall I finish the story of our 
tourbus ? When it’s ready, we want to do a 
tour. We’d like to go to Spain or 
something. 

Pepijn: We want to play a lot. We’re not a 
studio band or something. 

Irmin: We want to play in small dumps ! 
Pepijn: It doesn’t matter wether it’s a small 
dump or a big club. Well, big club ... 

Rene: Afterwarth it mostly appaers that the 
coolest gigs are in the smallest places. 

Because there’s much more communication 
with the audience. It doesn’t matter that there 
are only 20 or 30 people, that’s just o.k.. 

Look at our gig in the Big Confusion, there 
were 30 people and we never had such a big 
party before. 

Irmin: Don’t forget the Openbare Orde in 
Nijmegen. There were about 6 people wat¬ 
ching us and we had the time of our lives . 
(laughter) 

Rene: It was very funny to see the punks over 
there moving away from our music to listen to 


Nirvana in the bar, just because our music was 
a little too rough for the dudes with their mo¬ 
hawks. 

Irmin: Yeah, that was ridiculous. 

TA:Are there bands you play with most of 
the times ? 

Rene: We’re still a bit autonomous aren’t we ? 
Pepijn: Yes, we’ve played a few times with 
Sg8. 

Irmin: (To Friso, singer of Frontside who’s 
joined the conversation:) And never with 
Frontside, what’s with that ? 

Amo: And a few times with Happily Depres¬ 
sed, but they quit. 

Pepijn: And twice with Torment of Ignorance, 
those are all cool bands. 

TA: Those are all bands from Wijk bij 
Duurstede... 

Pepijn: Yeah, appearantly there are a lot of 
cool people from there. Look, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter with which bands we play as long as the 
people act normal, so you can have a good 
laugh after the gigs. 

Rene: We like to play with people with whom 
you can drink a good glass of beer with after 
the show. 

Pepijn: Right, that’s it. 

TA: In Utrecht itself there aren’t really 
wellknown punkbands... 

Rene: De Euroshoppers 

Mihoen: EUROSHOPPERS !!! (Jubilation) 

Rene: They have only one song yet. 

Irmin: No five: “Ik wil niet naar de Hema, ik 
wil niet naar de Hema” (I don’t wanna go to 
the Hema, a sort of warehouse) (laughter) The 
Euroshoppers are gonna make it! 

Pepijn: You got Possible Suspect, and than 
there are the D-Base bands (sort of a practise- 
room complex in Utrecht) but we don’t really 
have contact with them. 

Rene: I really wouldn’t know which bands 
play over there. 

Pepijn: Mod Squad, Temporary Toad ... 
Irmin: And Orphanage ! 

Rene: But that’s metal. 

Irmin: There are just a few punkbands in 
Utrecht that really kick some ass. 



TA: And in the surroundings ? 

Rene: What’s pretty typical in the punkscene 
nowadays, is that there are practically no 
punkbands that just seriously go full speed 
ahead. Only Seein’Red as far as I know. 
Pepijn: And Torment of Ignorance. 

Rene: Yeah, o.k. but a lot of these bands play 
those crappy, slow breaks that really make 
you sleepy. We think that sucks, it just has to 
be 1-2-3 go. 

Amo: Yaeh, we just don’t like to play that. 
Listening to it is something else. 

Pepijn: I also have some slow hardcore at ho¬ 
me. I dig that newschool also pretty well. 
Irmin: Yeah, and ********** ( we Il known 
hardcore band, we have decided not to 
mention any names) ofcourse ! (laugter) 
Pepijn: Don’t call them slow man ! 

Friso: That drummer can’t even drum fast ! 
(Some more bullshit and laughter about a few 
other bands like that, which obviously do not 
belong to the bands favourites After that we 
talk about Irmin going to Dynamo because he 
has a free ticket, the grindcoreband Nee ! That 
should get subsidy instead of Junkie XL , pre¬ 
parations for the Dynamo-festival and 
mohawks in the rain.) 

TA: The song Zombieboeren zijn gaaf 
(Zombee-farmers are cool) has two 
guestsingers. Who are they and what’s the 
song about ? 

Amo: Zombee-farmer Piet and zombee-farmer 
Jan , those are Friso and Otsen (singer of 
Sg8), the guest vocalists. It’s about two far¬ 
mers who become zombees and have a beauti¬ 
ful adventure and on a certain moment they 
are lost and everyone misses them. 

Irmin: The T comes with the lyrics. 

Arno: Because zombee-farmers are cool, 
that’s the theme. And it’s also the longest 
song we’ve ever made. 

Irmin .T think we’re gonna put the whole lyrics 
on internet. 

TA: Which page ? 

Rene: It’s coming. 

Irmin: We still have some room at the 
Haeckeflosse- page, firmin’s other band) 

Rene: We have come up with the idea after a 
gig with Happily Depressed and Sg8 We 


could get along really well, so we decided to 
do a song with three singers. The lyrics don’t 
make any sense, it’s just that we’re all good 
friends. 

Pepijn: And Peter Jackson (from Braindead 
and Bad Taste) is god ! I’m really into 


zombee-movies. 

Irmin :And so you like farmer Piet. 



TA: What’s your favourite 
Mihoen-dish ? 

Rene: Biological veganistic mihoen ! 

(laughter) It doesn’t matter, just the mihoen 
from the Chinese take away. 

Irmin: Yeah, the mihoen you don’t have to fix 
yourself. We all like cooking very much, 

Amo loves to cook and so does Pepijn. Only 
they don’t do it very often. 

Rene: That’s why we are kitchen-punks ! 
Irmin: We all like to cook and we all like 
good food, but you should get your mihoen at 
the Chinese take away. 

Pepijn: But why are we kitchen-punks ? May¬ 
be that’s funny to explain. It al started with my 
girlfriend, who lives in Amsterdam She wan¬ 
ted to have a band playing in her kitchen and 
we felt like it right away. And since then we 
call ourselves a kitchen-punk band. Because 
we can only play in kitchens and in little places 
while that’s where we are at our best. It’s also 
a bit about do it yourself and ... jesus, stop it 
goddamned ! I’m trying to tell a very serious 
story here ! 




( To Amo and Irmin who started to beat 
eachother up) 

Rene: Yeah, put that in your ‘zine: Irmin is the 
toddler of the band, (laughter) 

Pepijn: Well, the do it yourself-thing is pretty 
important for us. 

Irmin: Yeah, d.i.y. is very important. 

Because there are always people complaining 
“we want to do a 7", but there is no label that 
wants to sign us”. You just have to call to 
Belgium: “Hello Belgium, can I have the 
record-pressing company. Yeah, o.k.” Than 
you bring your demo over there. And a lot of 
shit later, because they do it the Belgian way 
over there, you’ve got perfect beautiftil 7"es. 


TA: O.k. a little more serious again. What 
about a compilation album with all punk 
and hardcore bands from Utrecht that Pe- 
pijn and Friso want to release ? 

Pepijn: At first we wanted to do a compilation 
with only bands from Utrecht, but there are so 
many other bands we know that also deserve 
to be on such a compliation. Also because you 
said that there are just a few bands from these 
surroudings which are known in the whole 
country. You hear a lot about Amsterdam or 
Rotterdam, but there are a lot of cool bands 
here too. We just wanted to put all those 
bands on one compilation, two songs a band, 
split the costs and release something oursel- 


Amo: People have to stop complaining, you 
can do things like that yourself so easy. 

Pepijn: We're also a little bit of a hobby-band, 
we like to fix things ourselves. 

Rene: A band that wants to have an own PA, 
doesn’t have it because it’s to expensive. Than 
you just have to fix it yourself and you've got 
it anyway It’s not that hard ! 

Irmin: And it’s not expensive. 

Rene: Exactly, you just have to arrange things 
yourself instead of being dependent of other- 
people all the time 

Pepijn: And if you want some tips about it, 
you can always call us. Because we’re not just 
here for ourselves, but also for other people. 
Irmin & Pepijn: Mihoen is niet alleen om aan 
te raken, maar ook om aan te vragen! (Mihoen 
is not just to touch, but also to ask questions 
to. Quote from a children’s programme on tv 
long ago, called the Mister Cactus-show) 


Irmin: When you have ten bands for the re¬ 
cord and there are about four people per band, 
you got 40 people. When everybody pays 50 
guilders you’ve got 2000 guilders. For that 
money you have a whole bunch of records. 
You call to Belgium again, and so on 

TA:Which bands will join the compilation? 

Friso: Mihoen, Intensive Care, Euroshoppers 
and Seein’Red wanted to help us out and they 
will be on the compilation too. Further there 
are Frontside, Torment of Ignorance, Possible 
Suspect, Haeckeflosse maybe, Sg8, Disgrace 
and maybe Stonecold. If it fits all the bands 
can be on it If there are bands that don’t have 
recordings yet, we want to rent a studio for a 
day so that those bands are able to put one or 
two songs on the compilation too. Support 
your local scene ! 

Irmin: Do it yourself 1 
Pepijn: Unity ! 




TA: What’s Mihoen’s message to the 
world? 

Irmin: Positive Mental Attitude 1 (laughter) 
Rene: Be aware of the things you do. 

Pepijn: I pass this one to Irmin so I can think 
a little about it. 

Irmin: If you find certain things important and 
you want things to change, than you’ll have to 
work for it yourself. You have do something 
for it and don’t complain that nothing 
happens. 

Arno: Do what you want to do. 

Pepijn: I don’t know if I’m the right person to 
advise others, because I tend to mess up my 
own life too sometimes, but I think it’s very 
important that people show some tolerance 
towards each other. Also in the punkscene. 
There are a lot of things that have changed 
you know. 

In '89 everybody had quarrels with eachother, 
and so everything got tucked up. 


After that you had the second punkwave and 
now you have a bit of a hardcore revival and 
it’s all heading into the same direction Bands 
that are dissing eachother behind their backs, 
people should show some tolerance towards 

eachother and just be relaxed.jesus, I 

sound like a fucking hippie ! 

Irmin: Hardrock is cool ! 

Friso: iMetal to the metals ! 

TA: That’s about it, thanks for your 
time guys. 

Mihoen. Thank you .

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Twenty years from 
now ... 

Who doesn’t think about it every now and 
then 9 Will 1 be in this scene ten or twenty 
years from now 9 People are said to change 
about every seven years of their lives. With 
that in mind I can be comfortable for the 
first following years, for having made it 
over this seven year border and still 
believing in punk and hardcore. Of course 
life has made major changes since I started 
listening to hardcore and punkmusic. One 
thing however has always been there: the ^ 
feeling that this was not just another kind 
of music, but that it has always meant 
something special to me. I won’t say my 
entire life has to do with it, but there are so 
many things that are influenced by this 
background in one way or another, that I 
can easily say that hardcore has made me a 
big part of the person I am today. 

Of course everybody has the right to listen 
to hardcore music or to wear a Sick of it 
All shirt, because they liked them when 
they saw them on a big festival. 

I’m not pretending that I now how it 
should be, there are probably a lot of 
people who are much more active in much 
more usefull ways than 1 will ever be. 

It’s just the fact that so much people just 
listen to some hardcore bands for a year 
and call themselves hardcore, while after a 
year they decide to be a hiphopper or 
whatever because it’s the next cool thing to 
be. I met a guy on holidays once, and he 
pretended to be a real punkrockfreak (yep, 
it was the year when Green Day and 
Offspring entered the hitparade). I 
overheard him in a conversation he had 
with a girl. He was explaining her the 
difference between punk and hardcore. 
“Green Day...” he said, “...that’s punk. 

And Offspring, that’s a hardcore band.” 

You see you can learn everyday. I wonder 
what’s his favorite band today. 

The media is exploring hardcore and punk 
as some trends and every MTV kid follows, 
as it’s used to follow. After visiting some 
cool hardcore shows, wearing the right 


clothes ofcourse, the cool thing is gone and 
the next MTV trend is served fresh with a 
straw Hardcore is also supposed to be 
tough guy music So at a hardcore show 
you must look really angry and in the pit 
you’re supposed to act as hard as possible, 
because that’s where hardcore is all about. 
Will I still be into hardcore in twenty years 
9 I don’t know. Probably I will put on my 
old records every now and then to go into 
that nostalgia trip. Just like my father does 
with his Beatles records. And like I do with 
my father, my children (hypothetically spea¬ 
king of course) will declare my music to be 
the worst they’ve ever heard If there is still 
hardcore music in twenty years, how will it 
sound ? I will probably like it just as much 
as an old punker from the early period will 
like Morning Again or whatever nowadays. 
So I hereby decide that I will be the stand¬ 
ard old man, complaining that in the past 
everything was better. 

I could have so many questions about hard¬ 
core and the future in general and in fact 
it’s no use. Let’s just enjoy the time that 
it’s lasting and make something positive 
out of it, regardless to any trends or 
bullshitting or whatever. Because that’s 
something we have in our own hands, 
(rutger) 





It s our intention to do a listening-test with different hands in every issue of Think Again 
from now' on. In this listening tests we try to choose songs/bands which are in our opinion 
somehow related to the hand we are interviewing. 

Vie first hand to join our little contest are Circle of Friends. For those who don 7 know them. 
C.O.F. is a melodic hardcore punkrock hand from the area of Arnhem. Viink of a mixture of 
hands like Vision and Descendents, put in a few rocking influences and that's a bit the idea 
of what to expect from their music. Opening for H20 on the Dutch dates of their lour , things 
are going the right way for C.O.F. and we thought it would be a good idea to draw a little 
more attention to this cool band by doing this interview/listening test with them. Ep (guitar 
vocals) and Robert (guitar) represent their band. 


1. Metallic*: Last Carress/Green 
Hel!(Misfits covers) 

Ep: Metallica, Garage Days rerevisited 
E.P. playing a Misfits cover ! Last carress. 
They also play Green Hell. We also cove¬ 
red some Misfits songs like Where Eagles 
Dare, Martian. In a funny mood we someti¬ 
mes played We Are 138. We played Green 
Hell as well very long ago. 

(The reason why we chose this song is be¬ 
cause we know Robert and Ep also played 
in a Misfits-coverband called The 
Astrozombies, so this was a warm-up 
question-TA) 

2. Unity; Positive Mental Attitude 

Ep: It could be two bands. Unity or Uni¬ 
form Choice. Yeah, this is Unity. (Sings 
along) Think Positive, PMA ! We’ve tried 
to cover one song of them, but we didn’t 
succeed in it because I had to sing the ly¬ 
rics to fast haha. 

3. Circle Jerks; Live fast die young

Take 90 % SUPERCHARGER add 10 % RAMO- 
NES and you've got The NIMRODS. put this toge¬ 
ther with some highly intelligent song titles as: They 
call us NIMRODS, she’s a NIMROD, Supergiant 
leader NIMROD, Night of the NIMRODS and of 
course the titei track" and you'll get an idea of the 
geniuses that are behind this 'crappy 4 track recor¬ 
ding'. But like I said this is fun and way above ave¬ 
rage. Ooh yeah, these guys pride them seifs on only 
using the A,D & E chords. What a bunch of Nim¬ 
rods.

(Commitment Records) 

Commitment Records is becoming one of the more 
important labels to count on for people who are into 
oldschool straight edge. The label has allready rele¬ 
ased 7"es from Dutch bands OIL, VITAMINE X 
and more. I believe this is the first foreign band re¬ 
leasing at Commitment, because oneXmore is from 
Belgium. Where most of the Belgian straight edge 
bands are m the metallic newschool style, oneXmo¬ 
re play play their hardcore the oldschool way. The 
difference between oneXmore and most oldschool 


bands nowadays lies in the extreme screaming vo¬ 
cals from singer Tim. The rest of the music is just 
fast, raging oldschool hardcore, which is already 
cool by itself. Tim’s vocals however just make the 
band a bit more special to me. The explanations to 
the lyrics are wcllthought and sympathic too. I like 
this one.

Coalition is the label of Mainstrike guitarist Jeroen 
and in a pretty' short time, Jeroen has managed to 
put out some really interesting releases, all heading 
more or less to the grinding type of hardcore people 
tend to call powerviolence nowadays. Here are two 
more bands we could file under this term. Both 
bands I knew from the Posessed to Skate 
compilation, which made me interested in this 
grinding hardcore stuff at first. Starting with Palat¬ 
ka, they play a very hectic, fucked up style of grin¬ 
ding hardcore. Asshole Parade is also playing music 
in the same direction, but because Asshole Parade is 
less hectic than Palatka, I like them a bit better. It’s 
not music I like to hear everyday, but every now and 
then it’s the perfect soundtrack to throw out all your 
daily life irritations and frustrations. Also recom¬ 
mended to piss off neighbours or parents when ne¬ 
cessary. With excellent songtitles like “Soldier With 
Staring Problem”, “Cool Breeze’s Daring Escape 
From Hogtown” (Palatka) and “Typical Gainesville 
Clique Scenario” (A.P.), I do miss a lyricsheet ho¬ 
wever.
